BOARD ADOPTS NEW
SCHEDULE FOR DOG
BOARDING FEES

On motion of Supervisor Ray-
mond V. Darby, the Board of
Supervisors adopted a new
schedule of impounding the
boarding fees for dags, cats and
horses in the unincorporaed ter-
ritory, and County Counsel was
dirvected to draft the necessary
ordinance te incorporate the new
schedule of fees. The impound-
ing fee on dogs has increased
from $1.50 to $2.50. Placement
fee was fixed at. $2,60 to cor-
respond to the impounding fee,
and the boarding fee was in-
creased from 25¢ to 40c per day.
On cats, on which there is no
impounding fee at present, & fee
of $1 was established and a
boarding fee of 25c per day in-
cludes cattle, mules, etc., was in-
creased from $5 to $10, and the
boarding fee from 60c to $1 per

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Unemployment
Dip Passed

Governor Earl Warren has re-
ported that the low point of the
postwar employment_dip in Cali-
fornia* was reached in February
or Match this year, when ap-
proximately ' 3,140,000 civilians
were employed. This figure in-
cludes proprietors and all other
types of self-employed, as well
as wage and salary workers. It
covers all industries and all
economic activities in the state,

By April 15, civilian employ-
ment. in California had risen to
an estimated 38,200,000, and on
May 15 it was between 3,230,000
and 3,280,000, he said.

Further employment gains will
come in June and July, partly
through seasonal increases  in
agricultural activities and partly
through expected expansion in
trade, services, nmanufacturing
